On Thursday, 16 March 2006, at approximately 1330, an Iraqi gentlemen,|_ (b)(6)_| 
entered the claims room at the Fallujah Liason Team (FLT) and presented a 
note dated “2/10/07” in red ink from Major|_(b)(3). (»(6)__| the RCT-8 SJA, who has 


since redeployed. I had worked with Major| (b(3), (by(6) [for two years in Quantico, fro 
2001-2003, and am familiar with his handwriting. The note was definitely lesa ay 


it stated, in summary, “pay this gentlemen a $2500 death payment”. No furth 
information was given on the note. 


The gentlemen then explained that Marines had killed his bro it his 
throat. Through our interpreter he continued that “even when [hi8broth€r]})was already 
dead, Marines had slit his throat.”/ (by) _|was very emotio ked visibly 

i na 


shaken and was gesticulating with his hands and patting leading with us to 
not dismiss the matter.
